RAILROAD construction is never at a standstill in the 
United States, the mileage being constantly increased 
to keep pace with the growth of population and pro- 
ductiveness. Betterments are also constantly being 
made and at the present time the railroads are con- 
tracting heavily for bridge work and rails, which aids 
in reducing the visible supply of pig-iron. 








An AMERICAN idea which has been used to advan- 
tage by our business competitors, Germany and Japan, 
is that of equipping ships with products for sale abroad 
and sending the vessels to the ports where trade might 
be developed. In that way, according to a consular 
report, Japan got its first order from the Argentine Re- 
public, with which it now has considerable trade. 








lr ANy proof were needed that Japan has taken her 
place among the commercial nations, it is to be found 
n the fact that she is to hold a World’s Fair in 1910. 
‘apanese officials have promised the people of Seattle 
‘0 make a liberal display of arts and manufactures at 
‘he Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition in 1909, and per- 
inently say that they will expect the state of Washing- 
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ton and other states of the Union to be equally liberal 
in their participation in the Japanese World’s Fair. 








Talk of higher prices for. manufactured goods is 

heard all along the line. In the face of increased and 

increasing cost of raw material and of 

ieiede labor, manufacturers are compelled to 

Higher Prices, COMSider an advance in prices for their 
products. 

A leading trade journal asked its readers a few 
days ago, “What is the use of doing a big business if 
increased cost has wiped out the margin of profit?” 

This question is certainly pertinent and timely in 
the case of the makers of stoves ahd kindred goods. 
There is no doubt that the rising cost of material and 
the unceasing demands of labor have reduced profits 
at present prices almost to the vanishing point. Many 
manufacturers are preparing the minds of their cus- 
tomers for a rise in prices by circular letters pointing 
out that the forces of General Prosperity are taxing 
the capacity of both retailers and manufacturers to 
the utmost; that raw materials are high in cost and 
seemingly going higher ; that standard goods are now 
being sold at a very close margin of profit, and that 
it is only reasonable to believe that general recogni- 
tion of these facts will prevail and enable makers and 
dealers alike to “maintain an undiminished profit un- 
der these conditions’—which, being interpreted, 
means that prices must be advanced. 

In the east and south, the movement towards higher 
stove prices has already been inaugurated. The man- 
ufacturers of Pennsylvania, Maryland, Delaware and 
the southern territory have notified their trade of 
price changes, and New England is following suit. 
It remains to be seen whether the stove manufactur- 
ers of the west and central west will go and do like- 
wise, 

As we have had occasion to remark heretofore, if 
the laborer is worthy of his hire, surely the manu- 
facturer and the dealer are worthy of their profits. 
3usiness cannot long be carried on without a fair 
margin over cost, and the alternative to a general rise 
in prices is too serious to contemplate. 








OnE very gratifying result of the elections held 
during the current week was the widespread apprecia- 
tion of business men’s candidacy for of- 

Business fice. A notable example was furnished 
Bo in the state of Connectiéut, where an 
active and popular business man was 

elected governor, in the person of Col. Rollin 5S. 
Woodruff of the firm of C. S. Mersick & Co., New 
Haven. Another example is found in the election of 
Mr. Frank P. Glazier, president of the Glazier Stove 
Company, as state treasurer of Michigan, an office in 
which a good business. man .is especially qualified to 
shine, though stove men and hardware men as a-rule 
are well-equipped to adorn any public position. In 
the good old Bay State, Mr. Lovell Johnson of the 
Iver-Johnson Arms & Cycle Co., Fitchburg, becomes 
the youngest member of the state senate, and in Con- 
necticut Mr. Will Lyon of the Charles Parker Co.., 
Meriden, has been sent to the house of. representa- 
tives to support the business administration of Gov- 
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ernor Woodruff. In Illinois Mr. Frank Baker of the 
Kewanee (Ill.) Boiler Company was elected to the 
state senate without opposition. 

The choice of such business men as these for im- 
portant and representative offices is a favorable sign 
of the times. The road to genuine reform in admin- 
istrative affairs lies through the election of business 
men to office. The gentlemen named are all to be 
congratulated upon their success at the polls, but 
their respective states and constituencies are also to 
be congratulated upon the wisdom displayed in their 
choice. 








Tue imports of tin in 1905 for consumption in the 
United States, according to official reports, were 44,- 
188 short tons, valued at $26,316,023, as 
against 41,472 tons, valued at $22,356,- 
895, in 1904, and 41,567 tons, valued at 
$22,265,336, in 1903. During 1905 the 
imports were equivalent to about 43 per cent of the 
total visible output. The price of tin at the opening of 
the year was 29.05 cents per pound at New York, and 
it gradually rose, with slight fluctuations, until about 
the middle of December, when it went above 36 cents, 
closing at about 373% cents. Since January 1, 1906, 
the price has risen greatly, reaching at one time £215 
per long ton on the London market and 48% cents per 
pound in New York. The price then fell, until in 
June, 1906, it was between 38 and 40 cents per pound. 

“There has been good reason for tin to rise in price,” 
says an authority on the mineral resources of the 
United States, “for although the production of 1905 
was about the same as that of 1904, the consumption 
increased considerably, and stocks diminished material- 
ly. Nevertheless, the higher prices are probably due 
largely to speculation. 

“The high price of tin during recent years has 
greatly stimulated prospecting for new deposits, but so 
far the only notable discoveries reported are one in the 
Transvaal and one in Nigeria, neither of which has yet 
heen proved to be capable of yielding large quantities 
of the metal.” ;

Now that the secretary of state has returned to 
Washington from his South American tour, it remains 
to be seen whether or not his diplomatic 
undertaking will result in any improve- 
ment of our trade relations with the 
countries he visited, which after all may 
be regarded as having been the ulterior object of his 
tour. 

It is more than probable that the South American 
peoples have now, as a result of this official visit to 
them, a better understanding of our national position 
as their big and lusty neighbor on the north—neigh- 
bor, that is, in the sense that the prairie farmers used 
to have neighbors, three or four miles away. The key- 
note of all the secretary of state’s addresses in South 
America was the same, namely, perfect amity and 
good intentions on our part, coupled with a desire for 
closer relations. Speaking for all the American peo- 
ple, manufacturers and producers, he said: 


“We neither claim nor desire any rights or priv- 
ileges or powers that we do not freely concede to

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every American republic. We wish to increase our 
prosperity, to expand our trade, to grow in wealth, in 
wisdom and in spirit, but our conception of the true 
way to accomplish this, is not to pull down others and 
profit by their ruin, but to help all friends to a com- 
mon prosperity and a common growth, that we mav 
all become greater and stronger together.” 

These diplomatic remarks have the right ring, 
and should tend to improve our opportunities for 
trade with the South American republics. 








Exports of iron and steel manufactures from the 
United States for the nine months ending with Sep- 
tember show an increase of about 25 

Foreign Trade yer cent, and imports of iron and steel 

in Iron and . 

Steet,  ™anufactures show also an increase of 

practically 25 per cent in the same 

period, when compared with the corresponding months 

of the preceding year. Exports of all domestic prod- 

ucts increased meantime but about 13 per cent and 
the total imports but about 9 per cent. 

Nearly all forms of iron and steel show an increase 
in importations, the principal exception to this being 
tin plate, which shows a fall from $3,381,150 in the 
nine months ending with September, 1905, to $2,526,- 
632 in the corresponding months of 1906. On the 
other hand, exports of tin plate show a marked in- 
crease, being 23,794,151 pounds (weight) in 1906, 
against 14,562,152 pounds in the corresponding period 
of 1905. Importations of pig tin show an increase in 
1906. 

The gtowth in exportations of iron and steel, a 
growth which has been one of the most marked char- . 
acteristics of the export trade during the last decade, is 
larger in the nine months ending with September, 
1906, than in any corresponding period in.the history 
of our export trade. The gain in the nine months 
ending with September, 1906, over the corresponding 
period of the preceding year is over 24 million dollars, 
while the largest gain in any like period in earlier 
years is that of 1900, which showed an increase of 
about 21 millions. 

Nearly all of the great articles or groups of articles 
share in the increase in exports of iron and steel manu- 
factures. Steel rails increased from 5 1-3 million dol- 
lars in the nine months ending with September, 1905, 
to over 6% millions in the same months of 1906; 
structural iron and steel, from 234 millions to 44% mil- 
lions; wire, from less than 5 millions to 6 1-3 mil- 
lions ; builders’ hardware, from a little over 9 millions 
to more than 10 millions; electrical machinery, from 
5% millions to 6% millions; metal-working machin- 
ery, from 4 millions to practically 5% millions; sew- 
ing machines, from 4% millions to 534 millions ; while 
printing presses, pumps and pumping machinery, loco- 
motive engines, typewriters, shoe machinery, and cash 
registers show in each case an increase, making the 
total exports of machinery of iron and steel practicall) 
60 million dollars in value in the nine months ending 
with September, 1906, against a trifle over 50 millions 
in the corresponding months of 1905. 

With our exports increasing at their present rapic 
rate it will not be long before the United States leads 
the world as an exporting nation. At present we ar¢ 
a good second to the United Kingdom.

Developing the idea of the printed motto, the Pritch- 
ard-Strong Company of Rochester, N. Y., have applied 
it in their factories with good effect. They have 
adopted a series of what they call “Memory Maxims,” 
and these have been separately printed in strong Gothic 
type without display upon white cards 22 by 28 inches 
if size, with a half-inch border of red, and are hung 
about the walls of the Pritchard-Strong plant so as to 
meet the eye of every worker. 

There are “maxims” in the series to suit all cases, 
and each having its own distinctive number they are 
readily referred to. Thus if on a Monday morning a 
man or a boy should show the effect of too much Sun- 
day baseball or too much Saturday night highball, he 
will be gently but firmly requested to read, mark and 
inwardly digest Memory Maxim No. 7, which says, in 
accusing Gothic, “Blue Monday spoils your week as 
well as ours.”

Considerable damage was done at the plant of the 
Syracuse Stove Works, 101 North Geddes street, Syr- 
acuse, N. Y., October 31, by the mysterious explosion 
of a register oven in the japanning house.

S. A. Donaldson is president of the 
new company. 

Arthur O. Bement, of Lansing, Mich., late -presi- 
dent of E. Bement’s Sons, now in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, has filed articles of association of the Bement 
Co., capitalized at $10,000 and will engage in the man- 
ufacture of stoves. 

Cooking stoves are little used in Scotland, where 
the cooking is mostly done over an open grate fire. 
Scottish housewives are not easily converted to the use 
of a range, but an enterprising stove manufacturer 
would find in Scotland quite a harvest in time, accord- 
ing to reports from consuls and others who have in- 
vestigated the matter.

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has been completed and the opening of the new 
building is eagerly awaited by the company, which 
has been hampered in its operations by lack of floor 
space. The foundry addition is 85x300 feet and is 
already noted in Fremont as the largest single depast- 
ment occupied by any concern in that city.

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THE GLAZIER STOVE CO.’S NEW FACTORY. 





The new factory building of the Glazier Stove Com- 
pany, at Chelsea, Mich., has recently been completed, 
and the company is now moving into its new quarters. 
The building is located on a corner site, with a front- 
age on two streets of 300 feet and width of 60 feet. 
It is of three stories and basement, the interior floor 
space amounting to 50,000 square feet, which will very 
greatly increase the facilities of the company for the 
manufacture of steel ranges, alcohol, oil, gasoline and 
cooking stoves, etc. 

Several months were spent by the managers of the 
company in the study of plans for the new building, 
with a special view to securing the most suitable kind 
of premises for their purpose, and they pride them- 
selves upon having adopted the most approved ideas 
in factory design which haye been developed in late 
years. The framework of the building, including all 
columns, beams, floors, roofing, etc., is of reinforced 
concrete construction under what is known as the 
Kahn system. The result is highly satisfactory to the 
company, who state that the floors carry a load of 800 
pounds to the square foot without the slightest indica- 
tion of deflection. 

The exterior of the new factory is of an unusually 
attractive design. The walls are of dark red pressed 
brick, the design giving a massive and imposing 
effect, very different from the appearance of the ordi- 
nary manufacturing building. The interior walls are 
finished with a wainscoting of black paint and the 
upper walls and ceiling are painted white. Plenty of 
windows give the utmost possible amount of light. 
Factory ribbed glass is used and the light is con- 
veniently diffused over the whole of each floor. The 
building will be heated by hot water from the exhaust 
steam in the power house, circulated by a power pump. 
Finely equipped toilet rooms have been provided on 
the first and second floors, with fixtures that are not 
only sanitary but elaborate and attractive. 

The first floor of the new building is occupied by the 
steel range department and the machines on this floor 
and on the second are already in full operation. The 
oil cook stove and oil heater departments are located 
on the second floor with the testing room and crating 
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room, and the third floor will be used for storage 
purposes. A large quantity of new machinery has bees 
installed, and with the increased facilities and excep- 
tionally favorable equipment, the Glazier Stove Com- 
pany are confident that they will be able in future to 
manufacture with the greatest possible economy and 
turn out a grade of.goods second in quality to none in 
the country.

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HEATING STOVES FOR SPAIN. 





Heating apparatus for houses, such as oil or gas 
stoves, can be successfully introduced in Corunna, 
Spain, according to British investigations. The houses 
there are almost all built without chimneys and the 
buildings not being of the first class people suffer con- 
siderably during the autumn and winter months from 
cold. The method hitherto in greatest favor for keep- 
ing rooms warm have been the old-fashioned charcoal 
brazier, but this is falling into disfavor. Many small 
gas stoves or petroleum lamp stoves are in use, but 
petroleum is very dear and the small gas stoves are not 
very satisfactory. A good portable stove consuming 
not much fuel would probably have considerable suc- 
cess in the long run, although it might require some 
time to get it into general favor, as the Spaniards are 
very conservative in their habits. The same remarks 
would apply also to good kitchen ranges. Those in 
ise at present are either Spanish or French make 
and are placed on a strong marble or stone slab raised 
about two and one-half feet from the ground under the 
open chimney. The ranges themselves are about 1% 
feet deep by 3 feet in length, leaving very little space 
for an oven. These stoves are also proportionately 
very dear, as the average price for an ordinary sized 
one is about $30 to $35.

-THE PARCELS POST BILL. 





The fear of the parcels post bill has been revived by 
the approaching session of Congress, and dealers 
everywhere are renewing their active opposition by ap- 
pealing to their representatives at Washington to pre- 


vent the passage of such a bill. One feature of the 
situation, which is new, is the movement which has 
taken shape among the wholesale and manufacturing 
interests to oppose the parcels post and all kindred 
measures. The logic of this is plain. The whole- 
salers and the manufacturers who do not sell their 
goods to catalogue houses realize now that if the legiti- 
mate retailer in the smaller town is wiped out of 
existence by the catalogue house, it will be a case 
of Othello without an occupation for them. They 
now understand that if there is no retailer there will 
be no traveling man and no wholesaler and manufac- 
turer needed, hence they take ‘up the gage of battle 
for the retailer, who is their mainstay and their entire 
dependence.—Eli Grocer.

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IN THE EARLY DAYS OF SHEFFIELD. 


Sheffield, the city of smoke, although much ma 
ligned, is by no means an uninviting town, and the 
surrounding district well deserves its: title of the 
“English Switzerland.” At the present time most o! 
its lighter manufactures are carried on in the cit) 
but at no very distant date its staple trades of cutler 
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and files were conducted in the several valleys through 
which its various rivers ran. There the streams at 
intervals were blocked into reaches, or dams, having 
outlets by the side of mills through shuttles; these 
turned the water into a waste outlet, or conducted 
it along narrow ways called mill races, which gave in- 
creased force and strength to the flow. Another shut- 
ter controlled. the water, and, when required, allowed 
it to flow over or under large wheels, which in turn 
worked the grindstones and machinery of the mill, 
including various kinds of hammers chiefly the lift 
and tilt. All this is now a thing of the past. Steam, 
hydraulies, pneumatics, and electricity have long since 
superseded the old methods. In the rush of business 
every obstacle must give way, and so these mills have 
gradually become ruins—the old wheels are silent, and 
the men who worked in them are either no more or are 
employed in similar work in the city. Instead of work- 
ing to the sound of the wheels’ hoarse croak in the 
midst of green fields, they now work to the accom- 
paniment of the hum of rapidly revolving shafting, the 
steady flap, flap of the belts, and an atmosphere of 
brisk business. From the manufacturer’s point of 
view all this is justifiable, for it is much cheaper and 
more convenient to have all the various branches of 
his trade within his own walls and under his own ob- 
servation than for each department to be a separate 
unit, miles apart. Thus it is inevitable that old meth- 
ods die out, and newer, if not better, take their place ; 
and in many cases this is desirable, as better work and 
quicker can be done by the more modern implements 
and machinery. For instance, the work done by the 
steam, hydraulic, or vacuum hammer of to-day would 
have been simply impossible by the old hammers as 
used at these old mills.

Thomas Meade of Virginia, Illinois, has the right 
idea in advertising. He uses sufficient space to attract 
attention, and he takes full advantage of the prom- 
inence which can be obtained by the use of white 
space. He gets right down to the gist of the matter. 
“He has it. A great large steel range.” If there is a 
housewife in that neck of the woods who needs a stee! 
range, she will be apt to know that Thomas. Meade 
has it for sale and she should be impressed by the way 
in which his head line describes this range. “A Great 
Large Steel Range.” Those words give the impres- 
sion of the good range. A range large enough to cook 
with; a-range that will give satisfaction. And then in 
small type the advertiser gives his reasons why this 
range possesses all the poirtts necessary to satisfaction 
giving. “And it is all complete and delivered to you

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ADVERTISING FOR RETAILERS. 





Size up the situation for yourself and determine 
what percentage of your gross sales you car afford to 
spend for advertising. Then, when you have done 
this much, spend it, advises Arthur Brown, in Trade. 

What percentage of sales a storekeeper can afford 
to spend for advertising is an interesting question. 
Opinions on it differ widely, but I have never heard 
anybody say that a retailer should spend less than one 
per cent of his gross sales for increasing his business, 
if he advertised at all, and I have never, on the other 
hand, heard any person say that the advertising in- 
vestment—it can’t properly be called by any other 
name—should be allowed to exceed 5 per cent of the 
establishment’s gross income. 

I don’t believe that there should be either a mini- 
mum or maximum figure set on the percentage of 
aggregate receipts which should be devoted to pub- 
licity. It all depends on the location of the business, 
the class of trade sought, the value of business, and 
the man who owns it. Another important thing is 
whether it is a cash or credit business. It goes with- 
out saying that a strictly cash business can stand a 
larger advertising outlay than one where the credits 
are for either long or short terms. This is such a 
simple proposition I feel there is no need to eluci- 
date it. 

One of the effects, or results, of good, clean, intelli- 
gent publicity for the store is an increase in volume 
of business greater in proportion than the increase 
in stock and cash investment. — 

Personally I don’t think that one per cent of gross 
receipts is enough to spend for advertising a retail 
stock of groceries or general merchandise. One per 
cent of $10,000, for instance, is only $100, and a hun- 
dred dollars is not much of a sum to invest in a 
pretty sure method of building up a business, when 
the expenditure is spread out over a whole year. A 
hundred dollars won’t buy a great amount of news- 
paper space unless, of course, it is space that is dear 
at any price, and then a hundred dollars spent amounts 
to about ninety-nine dollars thrown away. 

I believe in spending just as much money for ad- 
vertising—as long as trade is increasing at a satisfac- 
tory rate—as the business will stand, and that, as I 
said in the beginning, “all depends.” . Anyway, the 
retailer who is niggardly and regards his advertising 
account as an expense instead of a profitable invest- 
ment, isn’t very likely to find that advertising pays. 
Instead, he will probably have a sad story to narrate, 
a tale of woe, and is almost certain to come to the 
same erroneous conclusion which so many others who 
have made mistakes without realizing them have ar- 
rived at, that “there’s nothing in it.” The fault will 
lie with him rather than with advertising as an abstract 
Proposition, 

Not a single one of the great retail establishments 
‘int have come into existence in the United States 
“thin the last twenty years ever would in this world 
have attained such enormous growth if their adver- 
“Ing expenditure and policy had been a “stingy” one. 
~‘arshall. Field never could have reared the greatest 
‘tail structure in the world if he hadn’t early in his 
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career spent. money liberally for advertising, and John 
Wanamaker would not be the greatest retail merchant 
in the East if he hadn’t realized the almost limitless 
possibilities of advertising rightly done. .One per cent 
of aggregate receipts wouldn’t have built up the im- 
mense retail establishments which are to be seen in 
almost every great American city. They invested 
liberally in printers’ ink. They didn’t stop at even two 
per cent, but “went the limit,’ although knowing all 
the while what the limit was. None of the great 
successes in retail merchandising ever overstepped the 
limit. 

It takes a mighty good retail business to stand a 
five per cent investment in advertising. Some can, 
but they are precious few. Five per cent is pretty 
big. For example, five per cent of the gross sales of 
a store doing annually a business amounting to $100,- 
000 is $5,000, a lot of money to spend for advertising 
a business of no greater magnitude. Five thousand 
dollars will pay for a great deal of space in newspa- 
pers, a great deal of circularizing, or a great deal of 
any other kind-of publicity. But under the right cir- 
cumstances a merchant is justified in expending this 
proportion of his sales. If by so doing he can make 
his business increase rapidly, and maintain it, and if 
his profits will stand it, it is money wisely invested. 
Again, if the retailer can by spending five per cent of 
his gross sales do fifty per cent more business, with- 
out increasing his stock by twenty-five per cent, it 
certainly is the proper thing to do. Unless he can do 
one or the other or both, I would advise him to pro- 
ceed more slowly. 

The question may be asked, what is advertising? I 
include under this term everything, no matter what, 
that is done with the object of attracting customers 
to the store and thus increasing the business. It is 
advertising whether in the form of circulars, calen- 
dars, souvenirs, newspaper space, etc., etc. Every- 
thing the merchant does that is calculated to create 
more trade is advertising, and all such expenditures 
ought properly to be charged to advertising. 

I would caution the readers of this journal who 
are interested in advertising to take stock of them- 
selves, going over the ground carefully studying the 
situation within their stores and among their custom- 
ers thoroughly before determining upon expending 
just so much per month or per year, or such and such 
a percentage of gross sales in advertising. One of the 
most humiliating of the many causes of failure in mer- 
chandising comes from overreaching oneself. Adver- 
tise liberally, but don’t overreach.

THE PANEL MITER.

In the last two issues the cornice miter was treated. 
We will now consider the panel miter, which differs

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from the cornice miter in this: In the cornice 4) 
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panel miter is desired, and I again caution him to make 
use of his mind’s eye to avoid this error. Always tr) 
to imagine the position of the section in order to draw 
the proper view. Now divide the curved portion of the 
section into any number of equal spaces, as here shown. 
Draw the right angle CDE as here shown, the line 
CD being the continuation of A2 of section; bisect 
the right angle and draw the miter line DG. Now 
project lines from section to the miter line, parallel

to line C D, drawing those lines solid that represent 
angles on the molding. From the points established 
by these lines crossing the miter line draw lines par- 
allel to line DE. This will represent the elevation of 
the miter. The line ab represents the cutting plane, 
or the line upon which the section is taken. 

To draw the plan, draw the section in the position 
shown by the lines BC D of plan; continue the lines 
from the elevation, running parallel to D E of eleva- 
tion. From the points established on the section draw 





lines A B, DE, and those running parallel to them and

In Fig. 1 is shown a full projection drawing 
vf a square panel miter.

This will complete the plan 
of the miter. 

Draw line A B of pattern of sufficient length to be 
able to transfer the stretchout of the molding on it. 
This line must be drawn at right angles to CD of 
elevation. From A of pattern set off the various 
spaces from section, as shown by the numerals from 
I to 18; through these points draw parallel lines and 
parallel to C D of elevation. From the miter line D G 
of elevation, project lines parallel to A B of pattern, 
and where the lines representing lines of the same 
numeral drawn from elevation will cross those in the 
pattern will be points through which the irregular line 
CD of pattern is drawn, and represents the miter line 
in the pattern. This with GC DEF represents the 
completed pattern. : 

By examining this figure, the reader can see that if 
the points are traced from the plan they will develop 
the pattern as well as if drawn from the miter line in 
the elevation. The BCD of plan being the same as 
the section, it will be seen that if the section is placed 
in the proper position the miter can be developed in 
the same way as the square cornice miter. For this 
reason we use the shorter method in practice, and it is 
here shown in Fig. 2. Draw the section in the position 
here shown, and draw the stretchout line A B of pat- 
tern at right angles to the line AB of the section; 
space the section off the same as in Fig. 1, and trans- 
fer these spaces to the stretchout line of pattern 
Through these points draw. parallel lines at right 
angles to A B of pattern, or the stretchout line. From 
the points on the section draw parallel lines»and par- 
allel to the stretchout line; cutting those parallel lines 
drawn through the stretchout line and the points estab- 
lished by the crossing of the same representative lines 
will be points through which the irregular line E D C 
can be drawn, and representing the miter line in the 
pattern. This method can only be used for the square 
miter. 

In Fig. 3 is represented the development for an 
acute angled panel miter. The projection drawing is 
the same as in Fig. 1, excepting that the plan has been 
omitted, it being unnecessary to get the pattern. The 
patterns for a panel miter, as for the cornice miter 
for other than right angles, must be developed from 
the miter line. The procedure being identical with 
that of other descriptions given, it will be unnecessary 
to give a detailed explanation; the reader should have 
no trouble to understand it from the description given 
in the other figures. 

The problem in this issue, with those of the issues 
of October 27 and November 3, cover what is termed 
the plain miter, and he who wishes to succeed in miter 
cutting should be thoroughly conversant with these 
first simple problems before trying more difficult ones. 
Practice makes perfect, and it will be well for those 
interested to practice cutting these miters and devise 
various shapes to practice on. Through practice you 
will be able to memorize the principles involved, and 
will also be able to drop some of the detail, which is 
necessary to make the problem clear.

MASTER SHEET METAL WORKERS. 





A timely circular is being sent out in the interests of 
the National Association of Master Sheet Metal 
Workers as part of the active campaign of organiza- 
tion now being carried on by President Edwin L. Sea- 
brook and his associates. The objects of the national 
association and its present condition are set forth as 
follows: 

This is an association composed of individuals, 
firms and corporations engaged in the sheet metal 
business. It is incorporated under the laws of the 
state of New Jersey. 

Its objects are mutual co-operation in bringing about 
better conditions in the sheet metal trade; the correc- 
tion of certain evils that have crept in through lack 
of organization; to resist as a unit the unjust de- 
mands of the labor unions; to assist members in case 
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of strikes, etc.; to provide a future supply of efficient 
mechanics by having the number of apprentices un- 
restricted, and giving the apprentice a practical old- 
time training. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Master sheet metal workers in cities and towns are 
urged to form themselves into local organizations and 
unite with the national association as a body. The 
local organization can be made a great help to the 
master sheet metal workers. _They can become better 
acquainted with each other; work in harmony for the 
benefit of one another; stop undue competition ; have 
an understanding as to prices for repairs, etc. So 
many things can be done for the good of the trade if 
the masters in each locality would only get together, 
give each other the “square deal” rather than fight and 
cut out all the profit in the business by ill will toward 
each other and slashing prices. 

Where no locals exist, individuals may unite by the 
payment of an admission fee of $5, and a nominal 
sum per year as dues. 

Each local association is entitled to send three dele- 
gates to the convention held each year in August. 
The delegates elect the officers and transact all the 
business of the association. 

Each local organization is free to manage its own 
affairs locally without interference or dictation from 
the national body, so long as their actions do not con- 
flict with the principles, charter and by-laws of the 
national association. 

The membership of the national association is now 
about one thousand firms, with local organizations in 
Brooklyn, Syracuse, Rochester and Buffalo, N. Y.; 
Hartford, Conn.; Philadelphia, Altoona, Erie, Pitts- 
- burg and Reading, Pa.; Peoria, Ill.; Camden, N. j.; 
Wilmington, Del.; Baltimore and Cumberland, Ma. ; 
Washington, D. C.; Norfolk, Va.; Parkersburg, W. 
Va.; Indianapolis and Logansport, Ind.; Saginaw, 
Mich. ; Milwaukee, Wis.; Kansas City and St. Joseph, 
Mo.; Denver, Colo.; Portland, Ore.; and Toledo and 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

WHAT THE’ NATIONAL ASSOCIATION IS DOING. 

Whenever possible it will give assistance to its 
members when labor troubles occur. It is seeking to 
bring about the open shop by all fair and honorable 
means. 

A joint committee composed of members of this 
association and manufacturers of tin roofing plate are 
working to bring about from architects, builders and 
house owners an increased demand for good tin roof- 
ing. 

One of the greatest evils in the trade is the jobber 
selling direct to the consumer at the same discounts as 
to the master sheet metal worker. This association is 
making a strong effort to break up this practice. Lo- 
cal associations are urged to enter into agreements 
with the jobbing houses to this end. Some have al- 
ready done so with good effect. 

These are only a few things the association is do- 
ing to elevate the sheet metal business. The active 
co-operation of every one in the trade is asked, and in 
order to co-operate you are invited to become a 
member. 

The largest firm and the smallest business of the 
individual each have interests in common which can 
be protected by membership in the national body. 

The annual dues are only a nominal sum per year 
for each member.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Considerable activity is seen in winter and holiday 
hardware, retail merchants buying freely of winter 
lines, while the jobbing interests are also replenishing 
their rapidly diminishing stocks, by placing filling-in 
orders with the mills and factories. The jobbers re- 
port October business in winter and holiday hardware 
was far in excess of that done during the correspond- 
ing month of last year. The decrease in the demand 
for builders’ hardware, which is a natural concomi- 
tant of the winter season, has been more than offset 
by the demand for winter and holiday lines. 

Price changes are beginning to be noticed in many 
lines. Manufacturers of most kinds of heavy hard- 
ware, in which steel and iron are used to a large ex- 
tent, are planning to advance their prices for next 
year’s delivery. The wire cloth mills have already an- 
nounced that they will make public their 1907 price 
schedule within the ensuing fortnight, and it is gen- 
erally understood that the new figures will be ma- 
terially higher than those now prevailing. 

Manufacturers of plated silverware, November 8, 
announced new price lists on knives, forks and spoons. 
The International Silver Company, which comprises 
a number of affiliated concerns, put up its prices from 
5 to 10 per cent on all plated ware and all of the large 
companies making either sterling or plated flatware 
have announced advances since the beginning of the 
month. Hollow ware, which includes pitchers, bowls, 
and vessels of various kinds, remains at the old prices. 
Manufacturers say the reason for the raise is that they 
now pay 5 cents more an ounce for silver bullion than 
they did a year ago, when the old prices were an- 
nounced. The cost of labor also is said to be higher 
than a year ago, 

Mills and factories continue far behind in making 
shipments on outstanding contracts for builders’ hard- 
ware and delay is also experienced in securing stocks 
in other lines, especially in the South and West. 


TIN PLATE. 

There is an active demand for tin plates which are 
very firmly held on the basis of $3.90 per box for coke 
tins, 14x20 inches. The London tin plate market con- 
tinues steady at 14 shillings.

PIG IRON. 

Rapid increases in prices offered and secured for 
pig iron were the feature of the week’s metal mar- 
kets, spot iron selling in Chicago at $25.90 for south- 
ern No. 2 and $25.50 to $26.50 for northern No. 2. 

Both demand and supply are at top notches. Many 
production records were broken in October and with 
unusually favorable weather conditions November

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production as expected to be almost equally large. 

The market for finished products in Chicago is es- 
pecially strong. . 

Large tonmages were placed in the east during the 
week for 1907 delivery. There was a wide range in 
quotations on tonnage for the third quarter and last 
half. Attempts made by heavy purchasers to obtain 
tonnage for delivery in the first quarter of next year 
had but slight results, though one purchaser of 3,000 
tons of basic iron at $22 per ton at the furnaces in 
eastern Pennsylvania was reported. Spot iron every- 
where brings increased and spe¢tacular prices. Scar- 
city of labor is complained of by producers and is a 
factor in the situation. Prices will undoubtedly re- 
main firm and good foundry iron is expected to rule 
high throughout next year. 

Eastern consumers of foundry iron continue to 
make heavy purchases of Scotch and Middlesbrough 
metal, paying $23 delivered at tidewater for No. 1 
Scotch, $21.50 and $22 for Middlesbrough No. 1 and 
$20.60 and $20.75 for Middlesbrough No. 3. Prompt 
deliveries of eastern domestic foundry iron brought 
$25 and even $25.50 per ton delivered whenever such 
iron was obtainable.

Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 

“Every few days see a higher level reached in pig iron 
price, and the tonnage placed for 1907 delivery is increasing. 
The tonnage for the third quarter and last half of next year 
is being looked into but is not yet of general enough char- 
acter to warrant any kind of stable market figures. Each 
furnace choosing to quote on such business does so accord- 
ing to its own ideas and there is, in consequence, a large 
range in quotations. The brisk trading being done is for 
the second quarter, and in some instances for the first half. 
Business for the first quarter of next year is at a standstill 
on account of the sold-up condition of furnaces for that 
period. Spot iron in all districts continues to bring increased 
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prices and odd lots of off grades are being readily taken and 
prompt use made of them. So far the high prices which have 
been registered do not seem to be affecting consumption in 
the least. The urgent demand of consumers for iron on 
contracts continues unabated. It is believed that consump- 
tion generally has seen no setback as yet, although prices 
ruling are higher. 

“Specialties like ferro-manganese, ferro-silicon and high 
silicon foundry irons, have been influenced and have acted 
in sympathy, prices on all having advanced during the last 
week. 

“Each day brings up more forcibly the serious lack of 
skilled labor everywhere and the absolute lack of adequate 
labor in even the most unskilled lines of work to carry on 
the greatly increased operation of industries of all kinds. All 
employers just now feel very keenly the relative inefficiency 
of labor which seems to have come about with the recent 
prosperity. The difficulty of getting work passably well done, 
or even done at all, seems to be the greatest drawback which 
our industries are now feeling. Conditions now seem to 
warrant the opinion that is expressed by most consumers that 
good foundry iron will rule high in price during 1907. For 
some time consumption has been away ahead of production 
in domestic iron and as even the steel makers view the basic 
and Bessemer propositions, consumption of these is gaining 
tremendously on production so that prices will undoubtedly 
rule higher through next year. 

“Heavy coke buying for next year keeps up and the 
reports from leading districts indicate that troubles which 
they have been having with car cupply and lack of labor 
will continue and tend to keep total production down. Prices 
are strong with advancing tendency, advances having been 
made at one or two points.” 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“Tt would be difficult to imagine a business situation more 
aggravating and tantalizing than that in which the makers 
and sellers of pig iron now find themselves. If they only 
had iron free to sell they could get almost any reasonable or 
unreasonable price for it. And the sad part of it is that they 
haven’t got it. The demand for iron for quick nearby and 
future shipment is tremendous, and the trouble is that it is 
out of all proportion to the supply. It is only here and 
there that a furnace has anything worth mentioning for the 
first quarter of 1907 and heavy purchases have taken up 
much of the iron for the second quarter. As for this year, 
there are only a few odds and ends here and there, and some 
little resale iron. Prices for spot iron have jumped to $22 
Birmingham for No. 2 and for some of the choice high sili- 
con irons considerably more is asked. 

“The tonnage placed during the week has been com- 
paratively small. This not because of any lack of inquiry, but 
because of the fact that there is not enough iron to fill the 
demands. The bulk of the buying has been for the second 
quarter. 

“Perhaps one of the most noticeable things in the market 
is that certain large consumers are asking for prices for the 
last half of next year. 

“There is yet no end in view of the strenuous conditions 
in pig iron. Certain it is that the furnaces are going to 
carry over into 1907 a heavy tonnage of iron which should 
have been shipped this year. This is going to interfere with 
the orderly shipment of next year contracts, as the old orders 
will natuarly have to be given preference. And with the 
near prospect of winter weather and the delays and stoppages 
that it entails, it is plain to be seen that for the next five 
months at least producers and consumers both are going to 
have their troubles. To-day in the South there is a decided 
shortage of cars, and in some places where there are cars 
there is a shortage of labor to load them. 

“Tt will be well for consumers to accumulate a stock of 
coke as a reserve supply, for the shortage of cars and labor 
in the coke districts has been steadily growing. Coke has 
been in active demand, and it will so continue. 

“One of the noticeable features of the trade is the short 
supply of basic iron.”
